Lawton, Ok., Dec. 8.-N o action of 
the interior department in recent years, 
affecting the interests of the people of 
this part of Oklahoma, has created such 
a storm of unfavorable comment as 
that extending the time in which bids 
on the pasture lands may be filed to 
December 15, from December 8. Some 
high tempered individuals have worked 
themselves into a veritable rage over 
the matter and private threats of vio­ 
lence have been uttered. 
Judge Witten and the register and 
receiver of the land office were called 
to task hundreds of times today and 
nearly every caller had a tale of woe, 
but most callers of this character were 
turned away without much say on the 
part of the officials. 
Threats of appeal from irate citizens 
to the department have been met with 
tile warning that “ the secretary has 
the last say.** 
The act of congress of June 6, 1906, 
providing for the opening of the pasture 
lands, stipulated they “ shall be opened 
to settlement by proclamation of the 
President of the United States within 
six months from the passage of this 
act and be disposed of upon sealed bids 
or at public auction, at the discretion 
of the secretary of the interior, to the 


highest bidder under the homestead 
laws,” etc. The six months allowed 
for the disposition of the lands expired 
December 6, and the lands are not dis­ 
posed of. 
It appears to some of those who have 
given the matter some study that the 
secretary has transcended the letter of 
the law in providing in his rules and 
regulations a period of sale dates that 
extend beyond the limit of six months. 
These also claim that the secretary has 
again transcended his authority by or 
dering a further extension.

Washington, Dec. 8.-A t 3 o’clock 
yesterday the house adjourned until 
Monday, having, during the legislative 
session, passed several bills and re­ 
ceived from the committee on appro­ 
priations the executive, legislative and 
judicial bill. That bill was made a spe­ 
cial order for Monday, no day having 
been fixed for the vote on it. 
During the three hours the house was 
| in session it passed a bill which has the 
enthusiastic indorsement of labor, as 
well as manufacturers generally, re­ 
pealing that portion of the Wilson in­ 
terstate commerce bill relative to con­ 
vict-made goods and permitting the 
several states to legislate for them­ 
selves as to their competition with 
“ free labor ** made goods. A bill was 
also passed cresting a game preserve 
in the Olympic mountains in Washing­ 
ton. 
By a practically unanimous vote the 
house pinned the bill limiting the regu­ 
lation of interstate commerce between 
the several states in articles manufact­ 
ured by convict labor or in any prison 
or reformatory. The bill was intro­ 
duced by Mr. Hunt of Missouri, a prac­ 
tical stonemason. Under the Wilson 
bill, which became a law in 1890, con­ 
vict labor made goods may enter into 
active competition with goods manu 
factured by free labor and under this 
federal law a state could not pass a 
law that would prevent the shipping 
into the state of prison-made goods of 
other states.. 
The law passed yesterday abrogates 
the interstate commerce law as at 


present applied to convict made goods . 
thereby affording to the different state* ^ 
and territories the right to inhibit the * 
shipping of convict made goods withir » 
the confines of of any state or tern- - 
tory.

Chicago.—The importation of preci­ 
ous stones, both in quantity and value, 
for the present year exceeds all previ­ 
ous records, according to figures com­ 
piled by the customs officials at the 
port of New York and the big jewelry 
firms of Chicago have received more 
than their usual quota. 
Before the 
first of the year it is predicted that the 
importation will reach the enormous 
figure of $50,000,000. 
Chicago jewel­ 
ers are preparing for the extraordi­ 
nary holiday trade. 
Although the rush 
for 
diamonds, 
pearls and other gems does not gen­ 
erally begin until the advent of the 
holiday season, a visit to any of the 
big jewelry finns along State street 
yesterday revealed that the desire of 
Chicago people for precious stones is 
constantly increasing and the 
clerks 
were kept busy from morning until 
early in the evening. 
"Small stones aro much in favor 
this year," said the head of a State 
street store, “and they are bringing 
higher prices than they did one year 
ago. 
They are more artistic than the 
large stones and are particularly at 
tractive to women. 
The large stones 
are not in as great demand as they 
were a year ago. 
The people seem to 
want the small material and that is 
the reason that the bulk of our im­ 
portations consists of small diamonds 
I and pearls. 
Pearl strings and pearl 
earrings are also in greater demand 
this year than ever before and I feel 
that when we count our receipts after 
the holidays our income 
from

source will be very large.

Black Watch regiment, which played ! 
such a prominent part in the attack 
on that fortress July 8. 1758, during 
the war with France. For eight con­ 
secutive hours these Scotch High­ 
landers charged Montcalm’s entrench­ 
ments. 
The regiment is still a fa­ 
mous one In the English army and 
Its officers have placed in the library 
building a memorial tablet to the 
members of the regiment killed in 
that engagem ent 
The tablet, which la of marble, 
framed in bronze, is placed over the 
fireplace In the east wall of the build­ 
ing. 
The stone that was found with 
the remains of Ix>rd Howe and which 
served to identify the bones as those 
of that unfortunate officer, has been 
presented to the library by Frederick 
B. Richards and, enclosed In a hand­ 
some glass case, occupies a conspicu­ 
ous place in the historical alcove. 
The library building was erected at 
a cost of $7,000, of which $2,000 was 
for a historical annex. 
The original name proposed for the 
building was the “Carnegie Public Ll- j 
brary and Black Watch Memorial His­ 
torical Building," but as that proved 
too cumbersome for every-day use the 
whole building Is known locally as the 
“Black Watch Memorial." and this is I 
carved In stone over the entrance, and 
a bronze tablet on the front of the 
building, beside the entrance, will 
read: 
"Carnegie Public Library and 
Historical Building." 
This 
Incident 
recalls 
the tragic 
death of Colonel Campbell, of Inver­ 
awe, at this battle, and the peculiar 
story connected with it.

In the middle of the eighteenth cen 
fury the chief of the Campbells, of In 
verawe had been giving an entertain­ 
ment at 
castle on the banks of the j 
Awe. 
Th* party had broken up and ; 
Campbell was 
left alone. 
He was 
roused by a violent knocking at the 
gate, and was surprised at the ap- 
pearance of one of his guests, with 
torn garments and disheveled hair, 
demanding admission. 
“I have killed 
a man, and am pursued by enemies. 
I beseech you to let me In. 
Swear 
upon 
your dirk—upon the cruachan 
or hip where you dirk rests—swear 
by Ben Cruachan—that you will not 
betray 
me.” Campbell 
swore, 
and 
placed the fugitive In a secret place 
In the house. 
Presently there was a 
second knocking at the gate. It was a 
party of his guests, who said: 
“Your 
Cousin Donald has been killed; where 
Is the murderer?" 
At this announce­ 
ment Campbell remembered the great 
oath which he had sworn, gave an 
evasive answer, and sent off the pur­ 
suers In a wrong direction. 
He then 
went to the fugitive and said: 
“You 
have killed my Cousin Donald. I can­ 
not keep you here.” 
The murderer 
appealed to his oaths, and persuaded 
Campbell to let him stay for the night. 


I Campbell did so, and retired to rest 
In the visions of that r.Ight the blood- ; 
stained Donald appeared to him with 
I these words: 
“Inverawe. Inverawe, 
blood has been shed; shield not the 
murderer.” In the morning Campbell 
: want to his guest and told him that 
farther ahelter was Impossible.

! took him, however, to a cave In Ben 
Cruachan and there left him. 
The 
night again closed In and Campbell 
slept, and again the blood-stained Don­ 
ald appeared.

The story, romantic in itself, was 
the more impressive from the fact 
that Ticonderoga was a name familiar 
to me from the monuments In the 
south aisle of W estminster Abbey to 
two officers killed in that disastrous 
affair. 
One is to Lord Howe, erected 
by "the province of Massachusetts 
Bay," not yet the Plate of Massachu­ 
setts. 
The other is to Colonel Town­ 
send, with the fortress carved on the 
monument, and two red Indians under­
